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AFPFAIRS LN KANSAS

TRERAR CATTLE TRADE—OCATTLRE MARKETR 1IN
ABELINE AND BAXTER SPHINGE—LEAVENWORTI
TO TARER A HAND-—THE PFROGRAESH OF PACK-
NG WESTWARD—STATE NOMINATIONS,

From Our Own Correspondent,

Leavexwonts, Sept, 10, 1870 —Perhapa
the most important interest in this State at
the present time is the Texan cattle trade.
For years past Texas has sought every market
in the world for her surplus cattle, Thon-
sande are driven annually to California, Colo-
rado, and the Northern States, and now that
an outlet is found in Kansas, il is estimated
that over half a million beaves are driven in
one year into this State slone. The number
of stock raised in Texas is almost incredible,
Some stock-raisers in Western Texas own as
many a8 20,000 head. The labor of marking
and branding seems to be the sole expense
they entail upon their owners. When we
eonsider that Texas is larger than Ohio, In.
diann, Illinois, Missouri, and Iowa pat Lo-
gether, and is almost one boundiess prairie,
eovered the year round with the most lnxn-
riant grass, and that its soil 15 as prodactive
a6 the Mississippi bottom, kome conception
may be formed of its capacity to produce beef
cattle,

To attract this profitable business is the
object of several rival cities in this Stale,
Abeline, on the Kansas Pacifie Railroad, has
been established as a centre of the Toxan
eatt'e trade, and extensive stock-yards are
built there for the sale and shipping of ocattle.
At this time there are 50,000 head pasturing
on the vast ranges which surround this great
cattle emporium, Thither resort buyers from
all the Eastern markets, and sixty oar loads
per diem are shipped over the Kanaas Pacifie
Railroad.
growing towns sbove this line, Brookville,
Salina, Solomon City, are also doing a con-
siderable share of the same kind of business,
On the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railroad,
which rans southward from Junction City,
Council Grove has grown to be an extensive
shipping point.

But since the extension of the Missouri
River, Fort Seott, and Gulf Railroad to the
border of the Indian ‘lerritory at Baxter
Springs, a dangerous rival to overcome in the
enttle trade has sprung up. Only four months
bave elapsed since the whistle of the locomo-
tive first sounded in that border settlement,
and already an amount of business has con-
centrated there which speaks well for its fu-
ture prospects. Up to Beptember 1st 15,000
head had been shipped to Kansas City, and
there are now at least 40,000 beeves grazing
on the Indian lands, or within a radins of
twenty miles. A company has been organ-
ized for sbhipping purposes, and extensive
stock yards are being built for the prosecun-
tion of the business.

A lively interest is felt by the citizens of
Leavenworth in this rapidly extending busi-
ness, and an effort will shortly be made to
have a share in its profits. Work is being
actively prosecuted on the (‘hicago and South-
western Railroad, and a large force of work-
men are engaged laying the substructure of
the Kansas and Missouri bridge. On the
cempletion of these important works, a more
direct communication with Chicago and the
Eastern lines of traffic will be opened from
this city than any possessed by Kansas Cily;
and then a branch line extending from
Leavenworth to Omaba, on the Missonri
River, Fort Scott, and Gulf Railroad, a dis-
tance of thirty miles, will give this city direct
access to Baxter Springs, and thus open np a
branch of business the future of which defies
all ealeulation.

An interesting fact in connection with the
cattle trade is the continued progress west.
ward of the packing business. Twenty years
ago, when New York, Ohio, Kentucky, and
other Central Btates raised the bulk of the
eattle consumed in this country, the principal
packing points were Inffalo, Cincinnati,

Louisville, and some other cities on the Ohio |
But on the building of the Illinois |

river.
Central Railroad an immense tide of popula-
tion flowed into that State, and the vast
prairies of Illineis in a few years pastured nu-

merous herds  of beeves,  thou-
sands of which  were anvually
driven to Chicago for slaughter, But |

recent tables show that the packing industry
has suffered a fearful decline in that city, the
number of beeves packed in Chicago in the
fall of 1864 reaching to 92,450, while the
numberfl packed last fall had fallen to 11,9623
head. This large decrease is to be attributed
to the establishment of large pasking-houses
in Kansas, as the tendency of this business is
to follow closely npon the source of supply.
In Leavenworth we have four considerable
packing establishments, one of which, owned
by BRyan & Whitaker, from Cincinnati, have
a slaughter-house and stock-yards adjoining
the track of the Missouri River Railroad,
which are as complete in their appointments
for the various processes of slaughtering,
eutting, packing, and rendering a8 any simi-
larestablishmentin the conntry. Anotherpack-
ing firm, D, Kinnear & Oo., also do an
extensive business, and have commenced
their fall work of hog slaughtering and paoic-
ing elready. I am notable to give your read-
ers the figures of the pork packing done in
this city; but, notwithstanding that the busi-
ness i8 in its infancy, it has nlready attained
astonishing proportions. The demand for
cut meats pressing upon us from the mining
region in Colorado and the raral districts
surrounding keeps constantly in advance of
the supply. The theory advanced by & num-
ber of writers that corn raising in Kansas can
never be mﬁul:le. as the State is too remote
from an LFastern market, wonld seem to be
disproved by facts. Our farmers are devot-
ing considerable atiention to hog raising,
and a number show commendabla enterpriso
in procuring and breeding from the choicest
kinds, With the Government purchasing
supplies for its numerons military posts, nns
fhe tens of thousands of fresh cowers to Le
fed for at least u year, and orders coming in
from river towns sud remote settlements
hundreds of miles away, it is easy to see that
this interest will admit of indetinite expan-
sion, and that the farmer can do better thao
¢ive away two busbels of bis grain to get the
ihird buskel to warket,

| we discovered in the tents of the French ofMcers,
Beda and ehairs and rockers and curtaing and car-
pets adorned the temporary abodea of thess refined
entlemen. Even perfumery belonged to their in-
dispensables, and there was certalnly no want of
looking-glasses. What a contrast to us, who sleep
| on the bare ground, our generals Iying down with
the rest, whenever we cannot find shelter ina vil-
lage! Q“han we looked at the French tentas and the
numerous impedimenta contuined in them, we quite
understood why the I'rench cannot march so rapldly
a8 we do. But, to give them their due, they fought
well while under cover, As long as they kept behind
walls thelr conduct efaif tout ce g pent etre desire.
As to assuming the offensive and coming to close
quarters, they never thought of it. 'I'nhey
are brave seldiers, and slaughtered us In the most
terrific manner; yet there I8 no «denying that they
| have lost the elan that formerly distinguished them,
and place greater confidence in a ditch and a long-
| range gun than in anything else. The day after the
| battle was a most melancholy one. We gpens it in
| burylng the dead, and while we were heaping corpses
| upon ror?sﬁu our bands played the old beautiful
chorale, “Jesus melne Zaversicht.,” As we stood
| around the pits we had dug inthe ground, and
looked at the dead lying at our fee! (o silent
rows, there were few among us who did not feel
the tears coursing down their cheeks, No
| ome that sits quictly at home and reads the
reports from the hattle-fields in the papers can have
| the faintest hilea of what the horrors of war really
are, Life aud limb, treasure and property, alike
| melt away in the furpace of battle, Eternal dis-
grace to the lnfamous wretches who hiave conjored
up all this migery! Tawards 9 o'clock our friends
the Faxons pasged the improvised cemetery, Cheer-
ful and good-natured as ever, they marched to n
| epirited tune that broke strangely upon our ears,
| but they had awakened the mosical propensitiss of
some of our men, and hymns and natiopal anthems
| flled the rest of the evening.™

THE GARDE MOBILE AT VITRY,

The Jowrnal de la Marse of Augost 80 says:.-
Very sad news has been recelved respecting the
| Gardes Mobiles s Vitry, [t appears that at first it

had been intended to defend Vitry, but when the
Prusaians were approachiog It was determined to
gend off to Chatean Thierry the battalion of Gardes
| Mobiles which had been formed from the young men

of the arrondissements of Vitry and 8te, Menehould,
Atthe same tiume the guns on the ramparts were
spiked and cast Inte the fosse, T'he Prussians, al-
waye kept well aoquainted by thelr spies of wnat is
golng on amopg us, obtained a hiot of this, and sad-
denly made thelr appearance before the town. In
stead ef remaining united and compact, the battallon
of Gardes Moblles dispersed, One portion, of which

| we have not hitherto received any preclse
Intelligence, appeared  disposed o follow
the rond originally prescribed  for them,
but another portion, of which the

men came from the Ste. Menehould, attempted to
return to their arrondissement. On thelr way thither
they were attacked by a body of Prussian troops.
The Moblles threw themselves into the woods to

| escape from the onsinught of the cavalry, some of |
